question  last  night. 

.'To  encourage  voting,  today  is  an 
official  work  holiday.  Last-minute 
efforts  to  cancel  the  holiday  as  be- 
ing too  costly  to  the  economy  were 
defeated  in  the  Knesset  yesterday 
(see  separate  story). 


Time  out  today  for  local  authority  elections 


Some  2.6  million  Israelis,  as  well 
as  temporary  and  permanent  resi- 
dents. are  entitled  to  vole. 

Banks,  post  offices,  and  depart- 
ment stores  will  be  closed,  and  food 
shops  and  supermarkets  will  be 
open  until  nine  a.m.  On  Sunday- 
night,  the  Ministry  of  Industry  and 
Trade's  food  section  called  in 
leaders  of  the  bakers  association 
and  arranged  for  normal  baking  of 


bread  last  night,  and  for  deliveiy  to 
shops  this  morning. 

This  morning.  Interior  Minister 
Yosef  Burg  will  tour  polling  places 
in  Jerusalem  to  check  on  prepara- 
tions. He  said  yesterday  that  his 
ministry  had  taken  all  measures  to 
assure  the  secrecy  of  the  vote.  He 
added  that  the  law  provides  for 
severe  punishment  of  anyone 
threatening  voters  or  in  any  way  dis- 


turbing order  ar  polling  places. 

The  processing  of  tallies  from 
around  the  country  will  take  place 
through  the  night  at  Binyertei 
Hu’uma  in  the  capital,  under  the 
supervision  of  Election  Commis- 
sioner Meir  Shaham. 


In  Haifa,  all  shops  will  be  closed 
with  the  exception  of  groceries 
which  will  be  open  until  9 am.  to 


enable  customers  to  buy  essential 
food  items. 

A spokesman  for  the  city's 
General  Merchants'  Association 
said  it  had  advised  its  members  to 
close,  in  accordance  with  the  Knes- 
set decision. 

Kol  Yisrael  radio's  Second 
Programme  will  provide  running 
coverage  of  the  elections  until  the 
final  results  are  available  tomorrow. 


Israel  TV  will  offer  an  expanded 
midnight  news  broadcast  with  about 
half  an  hour  of  elections  coverage. 
No  TV  news  special  will  be  broad- 
cast tomorrow  morning,  , but  an  ex- 
panded Mabat  will  pre-empt  tomop- 
row's  Moked  interview  programme, 
with  summaries  of  election  results. 

Hundreds  of  Jerusalem

No  panic  sale  of  bank  shares

TEL  AVIV.  — The  Tel  Aviv  Stock 
Exchange  reopened  yesterday  for 
the  first  lime  since  October  6 with 
ba’nk-share  holders  selling  only  a 
fraction  of  their  holdings. 


Several  days  ago  there  were  ex- 
pectations ihul  SI  billion  worth  of 
bank  shares  would  be  thrown  on  the 
market,  but  only  S300  million  were 
offered  for  sale. 


However,  the  total  market  value 
of  the  country's  bank  shares  on  Oc- 
tober 6 stood  at  S7.2b.  Yesterday 
this  fell  to  S4.8b.,  reflecting  a one- 
day  loss  in  value  of  52.4b. 

Long  before  the  announcement  of 
the  pricing  of  the  shares  the  trading 
floor  of  the  exchange  look  on  the 
appearance  of  a Roman  circus  with 
a slight  touch  of  Hollywood,  with 
television  and  film  crews  present  in 
large  numbers. 

Opening  the  session  was  Yosef 


Nii/ani.  the  general  manager  of  the 
-.lock  exchange.  Nitrani  was  bleary- 
eyed  hut  upbeat  when  he  declared, 
"U  is  our  hope  that  the  re-opening 
of  the  Mock  exchange  after  the 
single  longest  Muppage  in  its  history 
will  mark  the  beginning  of  a new 
era."  He  had  been  up  all  night 
supervising  the  receipt  of  the  orders 
for  hunk  shares  from  the  various 
banks  that  reached  the  exchange  by 
about  midnight.

jOrgad  predicts 
big  deficit  cut

■ Israel's  crushing  S5.I  billion 
balance-of-payincnts  deficit  will  be 
halved  within  24  months,  Finance 
Minister  Yigal  Cohen-Orgad 
predicted  yesterday. 

Addressing  the  Association  of 
Political  Consultants  at  Jerusalem's 
King  David  Hotel,  Cohen-Orgad 
said:  "We  will  increase  our  exports 
by  15  per  cent  between  now  and  the 
end  «r  14x5.  and  at  the  same  time 
reduce  uur  imports  by  .7  per  cent.  ! 
know  it  won't  be  easy,  and  many 
Israelis  will,  at  least  temporarily, 
have  to  reduce  their  standard  of 
living.” 

The  new  minister  also  used  the 
occasion  of  his  first  public  ap- 
pearance  to  praise  "Israelis” 
rational  and  culm  behaviour,  having 
balled  their  buying  spree  of  foreign 
currency  and  now  turning  in  droves 
to  buy  government  debentures  — 
an  investment  that  in  dollar  terms 
has  been  appreciating  at  the  rate  of 
25  per  cent  annually.”

More  gov’t  intervention  in  shares  is  likely

The  government  wll  need  to  con- 
tinue its  intervention  in  the  Tel  Aviv 
Stock  Exchange  to  support  the 
price  of  bank  shares  in  the  coming 
days,  financial  analysts  said  yester- 
day after  the  first  day  of  trading 
since  October  6. 

The  drop  in  the  value  of  bank 
shares  would  have  been  larger  if  the 
government  had  not  purchased 
some  IS  II  billion  worth  of  these 
shares  at  the  new  level  of  prices. 
The  decision  on  the  amount  to  be 
spent  to  support  the  prices  of  shares 
was  taken  by  Finance  Minister 


Yigal  Cohen-Orgad  and  Bank  of 
Israel  Governor  Moshe 
Mandelbaum  after  learning  of  the 
figures  for  the  total  selling  orders. 

Financial  analysts  said  yesterday 
the  government  had  decided  to  let 
the  value  of  shares  drop  by  17  per 
cent  to  diminish  the  volume  sold,  ft 
was  therefore  required  to  buy  SI50m. 
worth  of  shares. 

The  analysts  observed  that  some 
of  the  shares  not  sold  yesterday  will 
probably  appear  in  the  coming  days 


making  necessary  a further  in- 
tervention by  the  government. 

Speaking  to  the  Knesset 
Economic  Committee.  Man- 
delbaum said  he  hopes  that  the 
public  will  act  rationally  and  will 
purchase  bank  shares  at  the  new 
price  levels. 

The  bank  governor  announced  he 
will  consult  with  the  Justice 
Ministry  about  drafting  a bill  to  pre- 
vent regulation  of  bank  share  yields 
by  the  banks  in  the  future.

Mitterrand 
in  surprise 
visit 

to  Beirut 


BEIRUT.  — President  Francois 
Mitterrand  yesterday  made  a sur- 
prise seven-hour  visit  in  a show  of 
support  for  France's  2,000-strong 
peace  contingent,  which  until  Sun- 
day hud  suffered  more  casualties  in 
Lebanon  than  the  U.S..  Italian  and 
British  put  together. 

The  French  head  of  state  also  had 
talks  with  Lebanese  President  Amin 
Jemayei.  but  he  made  no  statements 
before  leaving  for  home. 

Amid  tight  security,  Mitterrand 
flew  from  appointment  to  appoint- 
ment around  the  city  by  helicopter. 

Upon  his  return  to  Paris,  Mitter- 
rand reaffirmed  France's  commit- 
ment to  defend  Lebanese  national 
independence  and  the  balance  of 
forces  in  the  world. 

Gen.  Paul  Kelley,  commandant 
of  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps, 
meanwhile  left  Washington  for 
Beirut  as  part  of  a presidential 
delegation  on  a similar  mission. 

Responsibility  for  the  twin  explo- 
sions. which  shook  Beirut  within  se- 
conds of  each  other  at  dawn  Sun- 
day. has  been  claimed  by  the 
previously  unknown  "Free  Islamic 
Revolutionary  Movement.” 

An  anoinyous  caller  to  an  inter- 
national news  agency  said  two 
members  of  the  movement, 
described  as  Mujahideen  (Islamic 
warriors),  died  in  the  operation. 

A second  organization,  Islamic 
Jihad,  yesterday  claimed  respon- 
sibility for  the  bombings.  Islamic 
Jihad  is  one  of  the  underground 
groups  that  telephoned  claiming 
responsibility  for  the  April  18  attack 
on  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Beirut  in 
which  69  people  were  killed; 

U.S.  Defence  Sccrctury  Caspar 
Weinberger  suid  on  Sunday  night 
that  very  strong  circumstantial 
evidence  pointed  to  un  Iranian  role 
in  the  attacks,  and  the  White  House 
said  President  Ronald  Reagan  had 
decided  lo  retaliate  once  the 
perpetrators  were  identified. 

Murine  Commander  Col. 
Timothy  Geraghty  said  a U.S.  in- 
vestigation was  already  under  way. 
"It  is  intense  and  will  continue  to  be 
until  we  find  out  who  did  this,”  he 
suid. 

A team  of  Lebanese  officers 
visited  the  sites  yesterday  to  in- 
vestigate technical  aspects  of  the 
bombings.  Previous  Lebanese  in- 
quiries into  such  operations  have 
rarely  found  the  culprits. 

Military  experts  said  the  force  of 
the  explosions,  one  of  which  was  es- 
timated at  900  kilos  of  TNT.  would 
hate  blasted  ail  the  evidence  into 
fragments. 

If  the  U.S.  intelligence  reports 
prove  correct,  the  trail  would 
probably  lead  to  the  southern  sub- 
urbs of  Beirut,  where  local  residents 
say  radical  pro-Iranian  Shi'ite 
Moslems  have  at  times  held  posi- 
tions on  the  from  facing  the  airport. 

T wo  murines  have  been  shot  dead 
this  month  by  snipers  firing  almost 
daily  from  the  suburb  of  Bouij  al- 
Barujneh  and  other  mainly  Shi’ite 
areas  not  yet  under  Lebanese  army 
control. 

Iran  yesterday  officially  denied 
any  involvement  in  the  blasts. 
IRNa.  the  official  Iranian  news 
agency,  said  the  denial  was  issued 
by  a Foreign  Ministry  spokesman  in 
Teheran. 

"Speaking  in  response  to  charges 
against  the  Islamic  republic  by 
Secretary  of  Defence  Weinberger, 
the  spokesman  said  that  because  of 
its  inability  to  grasp  the  resistance 
of  the  Lebanese  people  against  the 
multi-national  forces,  the  U.S.  was 
trying  lo  di%en  world  public  opinion 
hy  blaming  this  or  that  country  for 
its  repeated  setbacks  and  justifying 
its  weaknesses  in  Lebanon.”  IRNA 
reported. 

In  Damascus,  meanwhile,  Syria 
also  officially  denied  responsibility 
for  the  attacks. 

"Mr.  Larry  Speakes,  deputy  press 
secretary  of  the  White  House,  has 
declared  that  the  U.S.  is  examining 
the  possibility  that  the  terrorists 
launched  their  attack  with  Syria's

Reagan  vows  revenge, 
but  won’t  take  ‘risks’

WASHINGTON.  — President 
Ronald  Reagan  yesterday  said 
thut  the  U.S.  has-  "strong  cir- 
cupistuntial  evidence"  as  to  who 
was  responsible  for  Sunday's 
terror  attack  on  the  marines' 
headquarters  in  Beirut,  and 
bluntly  warned  that  the  guilty 
parties  will  be  punished  by  the 
U.S. 

The  punishment  is  "for  us  to 
know  and  for  them  t<\find  out,"  the 
president's  spokesman.  Larry 
Speakes.  said. 

A high-level  U.S.  delegation  will 
visit  Israel  next  week  to  discuss  the 
situation  in  Lebanon  and  other  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  Middle  East 
security.  Israel  Radio  reported  last 
night.  News  of  the  visit  was  announ- 
ced by  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
George  Shultz.  The  delegation  will 
be  led  by  Undersecretary  of  State 
Lawerence  Eagle  burger. 

Reagan  rejected  proposals  that 
the  U.S.  lake  u considerably  more 
active  military  posture  In  Lebanon, 


That,  he  said,  would  risk  entering 
into  direct  combat  oguinst  Arab 
states  and  might  even  bring  about 
"a  world  war." 

While  Reugun  did  not  reveal  the 
"circumstantial  evidence"  when  he 
met  with  reporters  at  the  White 
House,  other  officials,  including 
Secretary  of  Defence  Caspar  Wein- 
berger. huve  tended  to  blame 
Iranian-bucked  Lebanese  Shi'ite 
Moslems. 

The  Americans  also  are  ex- 
amining some  reports  linking  Syrian 
— and  perhaps  even  Soviet  — in- 
telligence organizations  to  the  inci- 
dent. which  has  resulted  in  186 
marine  deaths  with  the  toll  moun- 
ting. 

Reagan,  in  a prepared  statement 
followed  by  extensive  questioning, 
sought  to  place  the  turmoil  in 
Lebanon  within  a broader  East- 
West  superpower  framework.  Thus, 
he  spoke  of  the  region's  "strategic” 
importance  to  the  U.S..  Western 
Europe  and  Japan,  predicting  “a 
disaster”  if  "a  force  took  over  the 
Middle  East.”  He  was  referring  to 
the  Soviet  Union. 


"The  free  world  can  not  stand  by 
' and  see  that  happen.”  he  said. 

Reagan  has  dispatched  the  com- 
mandant of  the  Marine  Corps.  Gen. 
John  Kelly,  to  Beirut  to  inspect  the 
damage  and  to  make  proposals  for 
un  adequate  response  in  terms  of 
future  protection  far  the  U.S. 
troops. 

The  president  confirmed  thut  the 
new  headquarters  of  tHc  Marine 
eontingenl  in  Beirut  might  be  based 
off  shore  aboad  one  of  the  U.S. 
ships  in  the  Mediterranean. 

He  also  made  clear  the  U.S.  was 
not  ubout  to  simply  leave  Lebanon. 
"The  mission  remains  and  it 
remains  unfulfilled.”  he  declared. 

The  Stale  Department  said 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz 
will  flv  lo  Western  Europe  in  the 
coming  days  to  confer  with  his 
counterparts  from  France.  Italy  and 
Britain  — the  countries  which  have 
joined  the.  U.S.  in  the  5.000-man 
peace-keeping  -unit  in  Lebanon.

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Grim  work  of  digging  out  the  dead 

Death  toll  in  Beirut  passes  200  mark 
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Bl-.l  RUT.  • - Stripped  of  their  shirts 
and  down  on  their  knees,  a half 
dozen  marines  yesterday  laborious- 
ly pulled  hunks  or  concrete  from  the 
ruhhlc  thut  once  was  a command 
centre  ut  Beirut  airport,  as  the 
death  toll  from  Sunday's  bomb  at- 
tacks on  French  and  American 
pciivc-kocpers  passed  200. 

The  latest  official  counts  put  the 
number  of  dead  at  205  — 183  U.S. 
Marines  and  sailors  and  22  French 
paratroopers.  They  were  killed  on 
Sunday  when  two  suicide  bombers 
detonated  vast  quantities  of  ex- 
plosives ut  Ihcir  Beirut  quarters. 

Below  the  rocky  crust  of  the  com- 
mand centre  was  the  body  of  a 
murine,  one  of  scores  trapped  apd 
killed  the  day  before  when  a terrorist 
drove  u truck  into  the  building  and 
detonated  a ton  of  explosives 
beneath  more  than  250  sleeping 
murines. 

Such  scenes  have  been  repeated 
dozens  of  times  since  6:20  a.rn.  on 
Sunday  when  the  four-storey 
building  was  reduced  to  a one- 
storey  pile  of  debris. 

A similar  search  is  going  on  two 
kilometres  away,  where  an  almost  - 
identical  attack  within  minutes  of 
the  murine  bombing  collapsed  one 
nine-storey  French  paratrooper 
command  post  to  a Five-metre  high 


pile  of  concrete  slabs  and  twisted 
steel  rods.  Another  38  paratroopers 
urelielieved  buried  in  the  rubble. 
At  the  American  site,  another  50 
murines  ore  believed  to  be  buried  in 
the  ruins.  "There’s  always  hope," 
Murine  spokesman  Wayne  Jones 
said  as  cranes,  bulldozers, 
pneumatic  drills  and  blowtorches 


and.  7 metres  deep.  In  the  bottom 
was  the  crankshaft  of  the  truck,  the 
onlv  thing  left  of  it. 


were  brought  to  bear  on  the  jsIJes  of 


concrete  slabs  that  once  formed 
pun  of  u headquarters  building. 

But  minutes  before  he  made  his 
stale  ment  rescue  workers  pulled  a 
corpse  from  the  wreckage  and  took 
it  away  in  a green  body  bag.  They 
reported  no  live  marines  found  in 
the  ruins  since  Sunday  afternoon. 
The  murines  said  they  do  not  know 
how  many  servicemen  may  still  be  • 
trapped. 

After  more  than  a day  of  rescue 
work,  it  looked  as  if  the  heavy 
rescue  equipment  had  hardly  made  * 
any  impression  on  the  crumpled . 
building.  - 

The  rescuers  have  had  to  work, 
carefully,  fearing  that  those  sections 
of  the  building  still  standing  might 
collapse. 

The  blast  completely  ripped  out 
the  core  of  the  building,  where  up  to  - 
300  marines  were  sleeping  on  cots, 
most  on  the  second  and  third  floors. 
Where  the  lobby  had  been,  the 
bomb  left  a crater  13  meters  across  • 


The  devastation  at  the  French 
building  was  almost  identical.  The 
explosive-laden,  truck  used-  there 
was  driven  into  un  underground  gar- 
age before  it  exploded, 

The  entire  structure  collapsed  on 
Itself,  leaving  a pile  of  wreckage 
about  eight  metres  high.  . 

Following  Sunday’s  attack  the 
murines  have  stotioned-u  heavy  truck 
of  their  own.  manned  by  a machine- 
gunner  at  (he  main  entrance  to  their 
compound. 

Additional  vehicles  block  other 
gates  und  marine  guards  carefully 
check  identity  cards. 

Dozens  of  sailors  from  U.S.  ships 
offshore  swarmed  through  the  dis- 
aster urea  searching  for -papers, 
clues  to  the  attack  and  other  items 
lying  among  the  debris. 

U.S.  chaplains  have  been  working 
hard  to  comfort  the  survivors  of  the 
blast. 

One-  chaplain  said  he  also  had  to 
console  a young  Lebanese  woman 
who  had  just  married  a marine  she 
met  only  a few  months  ago.

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Arens  tells  why  we’re  in  Lebanon

Defence  Minister  Moshe  Arens 
said  yesterday  that  there  is  no  way 
of  assuring  the  security  of  Galilee 
without  the  presence  of  Israeli 
troops  on  Lebanese  soil.  The  ques- 
tion is  how  to  do  that  while  occupy- 
ing the  minimum  area  of  Lebanese 
territory  with  the  minimum  number 
of  soldiers  and  for  the  shortest 
period  possible. 

Speaking  in  the  Knesset  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Defence  Committee,  ‘ 
Arens  said  in  a reference  to  the  ter- 
ror attack  on  the  Marines  in  Beirut 
that  "Congress  and  U.S.  public  opi- 
nion  know  very  well  why  the 
marines  are  stationed  in  Beirut.  Not 
on  our  behalf,  at  any  rate.” 

Arens  said:  “We  did  not  ask  for 
the  marines  to  come  to  Beirut. 
Their  presence  there  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  security  of  Israel.  They 
arrived  after  the  Sabra  and  Shatila 
episode  at  the  request  of  the 
Lebanese  government  to  prove  that 
the  U.S.  did  not  identify  itself  with 
Israel's  operation  in  Lebanon." 

The  minister  also  said  that  all 
legal  measures  would  be  taken  to 
put  an  end  lo  IDF  officers  talking 
out  of  turn  to  the  press.  This  was  in 
reference  to  a recent  interview  in 
Manitin  about  IDF  intelligence  per- 
formance in  Lebanon  given  by  Tat- 
Aluf  Dov  Tamari. 

In  Kiryat  Shmona,  Deputy  Prime 
Minister  David  Levy  intimated 
yesterday  the  Syrians  were  behind 
Sunday's  bombings. 

"We  have  no  doubt  that  it  was 
done  by  some  power  which  wants 
Lebanon  occupied,"  he  said.  “This. 


wasn't  done  by  some  anonymous 
group,  because  no  little  group  could  ■ 
have  done  it  without  help  from  the 
intelligence  services  of  a certain 
state.”

Shuluinit  Moni  (Alignment- 
CRM)  said  yesterday  that  the 
United  Mizrahi  Bank  apparently 
hud  bought  shares  from  its  own 
directors  "while  the  stock  exchange 
was  closed,  to  give  the  directors  full 
value  for  their  shares  while  leaving 
the  wav  open  for  the  bank  itself  to 
get  compensation!  from  the  govern- 
ment. 

A spokesman  for  the  bank  said 
there  was  “no  foundation  what- 
soever" to  the  Moni's  charges. 

Aloni  said  she  had  copies  of 
stock-exchange  documents  to  the 
effect  that  following  October  6,  the 
day  of  closure,  Mizrahi  bought 
IS2.7  billion  worth  of  shares  at  the 
rate  prevailing  on  October  6 from 
its  senior  directors.  She  said  or- 
din.irv  shareholders  were  stuck  with 
their  shares  while  the  senior  direc- 
tors were  apparently  able  to  come 
to  a profitable  arrangement  that  left 
them  safe  financially. 

Aloni  told  the  committee  she  was 
fraud  of  the  public  exchequer."  She 
persuaded  the  Knesset  State 
Control  Committee  to  ask  the 
Controller  of  Banks  GaJia  Maor 
and  Securities  \uihority  director, 
Hiic/cr  Shiloni  to  investigate. 

Aloni  told  the  committee  she  was 
sending  copies  of  the  documents  to 


the  police  fraud  squad. 

She  said  that  Mizrahi’s  purchase 
of  Tcfahot  mortgage  bank  shares 
(which  accounted  for  two-thirds  of 
the  package  bought  from  Mizrahi 
directors  after  the  stock  exchange 
elosed)  was  very  grave  in  its 
implications.  Mizrahi  owns  Tcfahot, 
and  its  shares  that  were  not  covered 
under  the  Treasury  umbrella  were 
likely  to  suffer  a serious  fall,  froirf 
which  the  directors  would  thus  be 
spared. 

The  hank  spokesman  said 
Mi/rahi  hud  the  major  voting  rights 
in  Tefahot.  Through  an  affiliate. 
Mizrahi  was  regulating  the  shares  of 
Tefahot.  he  said.  This  affiliate  had 
acquired  shares  valued  at  IS34m.  of 
Tefahot  and  Mizrahi  had  bought 
these  shares  from  its  own  affiliate. 

The  transaction  took  place  on 
October  10.  and  since  Mizrahi  was  a 
dominant  shareholder  in  Tefahot,  it 
had  informed  the  stock  market  of 
this  transaction,  as  required  by  law, 
the  spokesman  said.  This  informa- 
tion was  published  by  the  stock 
market  on  October  16.  he  added. 

"No  Mizrahi  director,  and  no. 
senior  official  of  Mizrahi,  benefitted 
personally  in  any  way  by  this  tran- 
saction." the  spokesman  said.  “It 
was  an  ordinary  business  deal  and 
duly  reported  to  the  relevant 
authorities.** 


Zamir  memo  on  inside  information 


The  sale  of  shares  by  bank  of- 
ficials on  the  basis  of  inside 
knowledge  is  illegal,  Attorney- 
General  Yitzhak  Zamir  yesterday 
informed  Bank  of  Israel  Governor 
Moshe  M an  del  bau  m and  Securities 
Authority  Chairman  Eliezer  Shiloni. 

Zamir's  opinion  was  contained  in 
a memorandum  to  the  two  men  and 
was  based  on  section  S2-C  of  the 
Securities  Law,  Zamir  added  that 
major  stockholders  of  banks  are 
also  barred  from  selling  their  shares 
when  they  have  advance  notice  of 
banking  moves. 

The  penalty  for  violating  this  law 
is  one  year  in  jail  or  a fine  up  to 
IS  100,000. 

Zamir  did  no.t  deal  in  his 
memorandum  with  the  question 
whether  any  such  violations  had  ac- 


tually been  committed  recently.  But 
he  asked  the  Securities  Authority  to 
check  whether  there  was  any 
evidence  in  this  direction,  and  to  in- 
form him. 

The  Securities  Authority  is  in- 
vestigating the  case  of  two  directors 
from  Bank  Leumi  and  Bank 
Hapoalim  who  had  sold  bank  shares 
on  the  eve  of  the  closure  of  the 
stock  exchange,  Shiloni  said  yester- 
day. 

Speaking  to  the  Knesset 
Economics  Committee,  Shiloni  said 
there  were  a number  of  reports  of 
apparent  use  of  “early  knowledge" 
by  banks’  directors  who  had  sold 
bank  shares,  but  that  it  was  very  dif- 
ficult to  know  how  substantial  such 
reports  were.

On  Capitol  Hill,  there  was  con- 
tinued outrage  expressed  by 
numerous  members  in  the  House 
and  Senate.  But  many  leaders,  in- 
cluding House  Speaker  Thomas 
O'Neill  or  Massachusetts  and 
Senate  majority  leader  Howard 
Baker  of  Tennessee,  rejected 
proposals  that  the  U.S.  simply  pull 
out  of  Lebanon.  Thai,  they  said, 
would  reward  terrorism  and  un- 
derline U.S.  weakness. 

There  was  no  indication  yester- 
day that  the  administration  was 
about  to  accept  the  advice  offered 
by  former  secretary  of  state  Henry 
Kissinger  on  Sunday  that  the  U.S. 
expand  strategic  and  military 
cooperation  with  Israel  to  make  the 
balance  of  power  in  the  region  more 
favourable  to  the  U.S.  and  the 
West,  and  less  so  lo  Syria  and  the 
Soviet  Union. 

“I  don't  think  Syria  will  withdraw 
unless  the  balance  of  power  within 
Lebanon  changes,  and  I must  point 
out  it  is  an  amazing  phenomenon 
that  the  Israeli  army  is  sitting  20 
kilometres  from  where  Americans 
are  being  killed  and  that  there 
seems  to  be  no  coordination  bet- 
ween our  policies  at  all."  Kissinger 
said. 

- In  his  opening  statement.  Reagan 
said  the  U.S.  has  “vital  interests  in 
Lebanon  and  our  actions  in 
Lebanon  are  in  the  cause  of  world 
peace." 

Reagan  repeatedly  insisted  that 
impressive  diplomatic  progress  had 
been  achieved  in  Lebanon  over  the 
post  year.  He  cited  the 'cease-fire 
negotiated  by  National  Security  Ad- 
viser Robert  McFarlane.  The 
presence  of  the  marines  was  ab- 
solutely essential  to  further 
progress,  he  said. 

Reagan  said  that  the  most  dif- 
ficult aspect  of  the  entire  incident 
for  him  involved  the  personal 
telephone  calls  which  he  had  to 
make  to  parents  of  killed  marines.

Israel  has  made  it  clear  to  West 
Germany  that  it  will  not  accept  any 
differentiation  between  “defensive” 
weapons  and  “offensive",  weapons 
In  the  context  of  possible  West 
German  arms  sales  to  Saudi  Arabia. 

The  deputy  director-general  of 
the  Foreign  Ministry,  Hanan  Baron, 
summoned  the  West  Germany 
charge  d'affaires  yesterday  and 
asked  him  to  convey  this  position  to 
Bonn. 

The  move  follows  recent  indica- 
tions by  the  West  Germany  govern- 
ment that  it  would  be  prepared  to 
discuss  with  Riyadh  supplies  of 
Roland  anti-aircraft  missiles  and 
Gepard  anti-aircraft  tanks  for  the 
Saudi  armed  forces.  West  Ger- 
many has  consistently  refused  to 


The  Pentagon  has  been  slow  in 
identifying  the  bodies,  he  said, 
because  so  many  of  the  soldiers 
were  asleep,  without  their  iden- 
tification tags  around  their  necks. 
This  has  been  additional  “cruel 
punishment"  for  parents  and  other 
relatives  of  the  soldiers.

“In  conjunction  with  our  mul- 
tinational force  partners,  we're 
taking  measures  to  strengthen  the 
capabilities  of  our  forces  to  defend 
themselves.  The  U.S.  will  not  be  in- 
timidated by  terrorists.  We  have 
strong  circumstantial  evidence 
linking  the  perpetrators  of  this 
atrocity  to  others  that  have  oc- 
curred against  us  in  the  recent  past, 
including  the  bombing  of  our  em- 
bassy in  Beirut  last  April.  Every  ef- 
fort will  be  made  to  find  the 
criminals  responsible  for  this  act  of 
terrorism  so  this  despicable  act  will 
not  go  unpunished." 

Defence  Minister  Moshe  Arens 
was  yesterday  described  by  well- 
informed  sources  here  as  being  ex- 
tremely disappointed  that  “the 
Reagan  administration  did  not  ac- 
cept Israeli  proposals  to  use  nearby 
Israeli  medical  centres — especially 
the  Rambam  Hospital  in  Haifa.  In- 
stead. the  wounded  Marines  were 
flown  a considerably  further  dis- 
tance to  hospitals  in  West  Germany 
and  Italy.  Some  severely  wounded 
Marines  died  in  transit. 

In  addition,  the  sources  said. 
Israel  offered  the  Americans  use  of 
sophisticated  bullcfozer  and 
engineering  equipment  to  help 
remove  the  rubble.  But  that,  too. 
was  rejected. 

What  the  U.S.  did  accept  from 
Israel,  the  sources  said,  were  plastic 
bag  covers  for  the  bodies  of  the 
marines. 

U.S.  officials  suggested  that 
Defence  Secretary  Weinberger  and 
some  others  were  stiil  extremely 
sensitive  to  any  military  or  strategic 
relationship  with  Israel  that  was 
publicly  seen  as  too  close.  Such 
steps,  lie  is  said  to  fear,  would  upset 
America's  friends  in  the  Arab 
world.

KNESSET  BRIEFS 

Tax-loss  bid  by  businesses 
runs  into  a roadblock

Business  firms  which  bought 
shares  during  the  closure  of  the 
stock  exchange  with  the  object  of 
incurring  losses  for  income-tax  pur- 
poses will  not  be  credited  with  los- 
ses, under  a bill  that  passed  its  first 
reading  in  the  Knesset  yesterday. 

The  amendment  to  the  Income 
Tax  Law  (Taxation  Under 
Inflationary  Conditions)  was 
presented  by  Haim  Kaufman, 
whose  re-appointment  as  deputy 
minister  of  finance  had  been  an- 
nounced a moment  before  by 
Finance  Minister  Yigal  Cohen- 
Orgad. 

The  original  law  subjects  business 
firms  to  income  tax  on  profits  from 
their  securities,  but  individuals  who 
hold  securities  are  exempt. 

Kaufman  said  that  this  distinction 
opened  the  door  to  deals,  while  the 
stock  exchange  was  dosed,  in  which 
for  example,  the  main  stockholders 
in  a company  sold  their  shares  to 
the  company  without  a loss,  with 
the  company  intending  to  write  off 
as  a lax  loss  the  anticipated  drop  in 


the  price  of  the  shares  when  the  ex- 
change re-opened.

The  dismissal  of  Nitza  Libai- 
Shapiro.  the  prime  minister’s  ad- 
viser oh  women's  status,  ty  the  new 
minister-without-portfolio  Sara 
Doron  (Liberals),  drew  protests 
from  three  Aiighment  MFCs  yester- 
day.

Arbeli  and  Solodar  complained 
that  the  Knesset  Social  Affairs 
Committee  had  not  even  taken  the 
trouble  to  discuss  the  Libai-Shapiro 
report,  even  though  the  plenum  had 
referred  it  to  the  committee. 

Zakin  recalled  that  Doron  had 
not  “lifted  a finger  to  improve 
women's  status  in  Israel,  and  had 
supported  legislation  to  curtail 
abortions."

Just  over  12  hours  before  ballot 
booths  opened  in  Jerusalem,  local 
politicians  finished  revising  their 
stacks  of  lists  and  were  hoping  — 
for  different  reasons  — for  a high 
toumoiit  of  voters. 

Mayor  Teddy  Kollek's  One 
Jerusalem  faction  believes  that  a 
turnout  of  over  SS  per  cent  might 
assure  it  the  city  council  majority  it 
seeks.  In  the  last  election  about  SO 
per  cent  voted,  and  One  Jerusalem 
got  16  of  the  32  seats  oh  the  city 
council.  One  Jerusalem  spokesman 
Baruch  Leshem  said  yesterday  that 
a turnout  of  over  60  per  cent  would 
be  bound  to  give  KoUek  the  council 
majority. 

The  Likud  was  also  hoping  for  a 
high  turnout  — but  only  in  those 
neighbourhoods  where  there  is  a 
high  percentage  of  its  sympathizers. 
A major  part  of  the  Likud  campaign 
has  been  directed  at  those 
Jerusalemites  who  vote  for  the 
Likud  in  Knesset  elections  and  for 
Kollek  in  municipal  elections. 

The  various  religious  parties  were 
also  hoping  for  a high  turnout. 
Agudat  Yisrael.  threatened  by  rival 
lists,  needs  every  vote  it  can  get 
among  the  ultra-Orthodox  to  main- 
tain its  present  strength.  Of  course, 
the  rival  ultra-Orthodox  parties  also 
want  a high  tumput  so  they  can  hurt 
the  Aguda. 

Meanwhile,  the  Tadir-Matzad’ 
Party  obtained  an  injunction  yester- 
day forbidding  the  National 
Religious  Party  from  distributing  a 
handbill  with  a Yediot  Ahronot  fac- 
simile headline  falsely  suggesting 
that  Tadir-Matzad  was  etpccted  to 
fold  and  join  the  NRP.  •

and  file  members.

Arab  voters  * . 

The  municipal  elections  will 
held  today  in  46  Arab  and  Druse  vil- 
lages whose  eligible  voters  will  total 
171.000.  This  number  is  larger  by  35 
per  cent  compared  to  those  whp 
could  vote  in  the  elections  held  in 
1978. 

This  time  the  number  of  lists 
belonging  to  parties  of  local  clans  or 
are  independent  is  357.  This  figure 
is  24  per  cent  larger  than  the 
number  of  lists  that  participated  five 
years  ago.  . 

In  these  elections  24  lists  af- 
filiated with  parties  are  in  the  runn- 
ing. The  Likud  backs  II  lists,  the 
National  Religious  Party  six,  Tyni 
one  and  Labour  six.  LabcSr, 
however,  indirectly  supports  68  per 
cent  of  the  total  local  lists  in  the 
Arab  sector. 

The  struggle  in  the  Arab  villages 
is  between  Labour,  whose  members 
and  followers  run  19  local  councils, 
and  betweeen  the  Communist- 
backed  Democratic  Front  which 
run  20  councils.  In  Nazareth,  the 
struggle  is  between  the  Democratic 
Front  which  has  governed  city  since 
1975  and  the  National  Progressive 
list,  a new  group,  whose  organizes 
broke  away  from  the  Democratic 
Front  last  year  due  to  differences  of 
opinion  between  them.

patient- there  reported  its  findings. 

Details  of; the  report  were  not 
made  public  because  “there  are 
legal  preceding*  pending,”  a high- 
r an  king  ministry  official  told  The 
Jerusalem  Past  last  night.  But  he 
pointed  out  that  the  temporary 
shut-down  of  Misgav  Ladach 's  sur- 
gical activities  is  “a  serious  step  and 
Speaks  for  itself;” 

Misgav  Ladach’s  medical  direc- 
tor, Dr.  Michael  Stark,  told  The 
Post  last. night  that  the  hospital  is 
■taking  the  committee's  recommen- 
dations very  seriously  and  will 


'implement  them  to  the  letter.*'  He 
said  that  the  reorganization  refers 
mainly  to  “personnel  changes  and  a 
review  of  procedures." 

Ministry  director-general  Prof. 
Baruch  Modan,  who  appointed  the 
panel,  yesterday  met  with  the 
Misgav  Ladach  administration  to 
inform  it  of  the  ministry’s  decision 
to  stop  all  surgery  there,  except  for 
emergency  procedures,  for  two 
weeks. 

All  other  activities  at  the  hospital 
will  be  carried  on  as  usual,  ac- 
cording lo  the  ministry's  directive.. 
This  includes  examinations,  non* 
sargical  treatment  and  binhs  (ex- 
cept for  high-risk  deliveries  which 
could  entail  surgery),  Stark  said  last 
night. 

The  committee  was  set  up  to  look 
into  the  quality  of  medical  care  ex- 


tended to  Regina  Suissa  of 
Jerusalem,  who  fell  into  a coma 
while  undergoing  a gynecological 
operation  under  general  anesthetic 
at  the  hospital  last  month.  The 
anesthesiologist  during  the  opera- 
tion was  the  chief  of  the 
anesthesiology  department  at 
Jerusalem's  Shaare  Zedek  Hospital. 

Suissa.  26  and  the  mother  of  two 
small  children,  reportedly  stopped 
breathing  during  the  operation  and 
slipped  into  a coma.  She  was 
transferred  immediately  to  the 
intensive-care  unit  at  Shaare  Zedek, 
where  she  died  last  week  without 
ever  having  regained  consciousness. 

The  family  is  preparing  a suit 
against  the  hospital  and  the  doctors, 
and  the  ministry  is  also  considering 
taking  disciplinary  action  — based 
on  the  Physicians'  Law  — against  ; 
the  doctors  involved  in  the  incident.  ' 


‘Poor  should  be  paid,  not  subsidized9

While  subsidies  for  basic  com- 
modities make  a considerable  con- 
tribution to  the  food  budget  of  poor 
families,  the  some  results  could 
have  been  obtained  with  only  a 
fourth  of  the  expenditure.  This  is 
orre  of  the  main  findings  of  a study 
conducted  at  the  Centre  for  Social 
Policy  Studies  in  Israel. 

Speaking  at  a press  conference  in 
Jerusalem  yesterday,  the  author  of 
the  study.  Yosef  Gabai  — formerly 
deputy  state  revenue  commissioner 
said  that  the  system  of  subsidies 
and  transfer  payments  implemented 
by  the  government  reduces  by  some 
.20  per  cent  the  inequality  in  income 
distribution  among  families. 

But  Gabai  said  the  same  reduc- 
tion could  be  achieved  if  the 
government  abolished  subsidies  for 
basic  commodities,  and  established 
a system  of  direct  payments  to 


poorer  families.  If  this  were  done 
the  expenditure  would  Sc  some  25 
per  cent  of  what  the  Treasury  now" 
spends  on  subsidies. 

Gabai  added  that  Israelis  carry 
perhaps  the  heaviest  tax  burden  in 
the  world.  Taxes  paid  to  the 
Treasury,  the  local  authorities  and 
the  National  Insurance  Institute 
represent  some  57  per  cent  of  the 
country's  Gross  National  Product, 
as  compared  with  some  SO  per  cent 
in  Scandinavian  countries. 

Because  the  tax  rate  is  high,  it 
must  be  imposed  on  all  income 
groups,  and  not  only  on  the  rich. 
Thus  the  poorest  10  per  cent  of 
families  pay  one  third  of  their  in- 
come in  taxes,  while  the  richest  10 
per  cent  pay  some  44  per  cenL 

Presenting  the  research  findings 
yesterday  were  the  former  Labour 
and  Social  .Affairs  minister.  Israel 
Katz,  who  is  the  centre’s  director, 
and  Ralph  Goldman,  the  Joint 


Distribution  Committee  executive 
vice  president. 

(t  was  the  third  research  report  is- 
sued by  the  Centre,  a non-profit 
organization  which  deals  mainly 
with  policy  issues  on  the  public  and 
government  agenda. 

The  study  reveals  that  before  tak- 
ing subsidies  and  welfare  payments 
into  account,  the  poorest  10  per 
cent  of  families  in  1979  earned  some 
18  per  cent  of  the  average  income. 
But  as  a result  of  the  tax  system, 
subsidies  and  welfare  payments,  this 
proportion  of  average  adjusted  in- 
come rises  to  some  SO  per  cent. 

Gabai  added  that  when  the 
system  of  subsidies  and  welfare  pay- 
ments is  taken  into  account,  the 
figures  show  that  the  poorest  10  per 
cent  of  families  receive  some  18  per 
cent  of  their  incomes  from  the 
government,  while  the  richest  10 
per  cent  pay  some  40  per  cent  of 
theirs  to  the  authorities.

Other  adjustments  for  this  month 
include  a 33  per  cent  increase  in 
old-age  and  survivors  pensions, 
which  includes  a 25.S  per  cent 
quarterly  adjustment  and  a 7.5  per 
cent  Increase  as  compensation  for 
the  recent  wave  of  price  rises.  Nil 
benefits  for  low-income  groups, 
rose  by  25.8  per  cent,  including  a 
special  compensation  of  12  per 
cent. . 

Large  families  with  four  or  more 
children  were  given  a 12  per 
cent  increase  in  benefits  in  addition 
to  the  19  per  cent  increase  for  all 


child  allowances.  A family  with  four 
children  whose  head  his  done 
military  service  now  receives 
1S9.923  per  month,  while  the  al- 
lowance for  a family  with  three 
children  is  IS4.888. 

An  elderly  couple  with  other 
sources  of  income  now  receives  a 
basic  benefit  of  IS1 1,643  monthly, 
while  a couple  eligible  for  an  Nil  in- 
come supplement  gets  IS  18,952  a 
month.  A widow  with  two  children 
who  is  eligible  for  an  income  sup- 
plement receives  IS22,783,  or  a bit 
more  than  half- the  average  wage.

How  to  assess  the  local  election  results

TEL  AVIV.  — U would  be  er- 
roneous in  take  today’s  local  elec- 
tion results  and  project  them  on  a 
national  scale,  because  there  are 
too  many  complex  factors  involved 
in  the  voting,  according  to  political 
experts. 

The  only  exception  would  be  in 
the  event  or  a clear  debacle  for  one 
party  or  an  overwhelming  landslide 
for  another.  It  would  take  a major 
upset  to  indicate  any  great  change 
in  the  public  mood  and  its  attitude 
to  lhe  government  and  major  par- 
ties. 

Sarah  Shemer.  director  of  the 
Mndi'in  Ezra  hi  Research  Institute, 
which  conducts  polls  for  The 
Jerusalem  Post,  and  other  clients, 
stresses  that  the  chief  factor  to  keep 
in  mind  before  making  analogies 
between  local  returns  and  national 
politics  is  that  the  Knesset  elections 
are  not  being  held  now. 

However.  Shemer  notes  that  her 


research  points  to  some  connection 
between  local  and  naLion-wide 
voting  patterns.  “This  is  what  our 
research  has  shown,  though  the  par- 
tisan sympathies  of  the  voter  are  not 
necessarily  his  primary  considera- 
tion in  local  campaigns.  Hence,  it  is 
not  easy  to  judge  what  the  voting 
patterns  in  one  sort  of  elections 
would  mean  for  another." 

Shemer  says  that  people  generally 
su>  their  main  consideration  in  a 
municipal  poJJ  is  the  personality  of 
the  mayoral  candidate,  then  comes 
the  state  of  affairs  in  the  locality, 
and  only  finally,  does  party  affilia- 
tion. if  any,  play  a role. 

Statistically,  however,  she  notes, 
there  is  a correlation  between  sup- 
port for  a certain  party  in  the  Knes- 
set race,  and  support  for  the  same 
party  on  the  municipal  level.  But 
that  correlation  is  far  from  com- 
plete. 

She  also  feels  that  the  state  of  the 
economy  could  have  some  impact 
on  the  voting  today  — to  the 


Likud's  detriment.  She  says  her 
research  has  shown  that  people 
satisfied  with  their  economic  situa- 
tion are  more  likely  ro  be  satisfied 
with  the  government  and  vice  versa. 
It  might  be  that  the  recent 
economic  upheavals  would  serve  as 
some  sort  of  a lever  too  for  the  op- 
position in  today's  local  polls  to 
creaie  a protest  vote. 

But  it  is  not  clear  whether  this 
would  have  any  lasting  significance 
in  regard  to  Knesset  elections  which 
could  be  scheduled  anytime  in  the 
next  two  years. 

Much  also  depends  on  the  suc- 
cess and  luck  of  a given  party  in 
choosing  a strong  local  candidate. 
Victory  for  a candidate  like 
Jerusalem's  Teddy  Kollek  need  not 
indicate  anything  about  the  real 
strength  of  his  party,  because  of  his 
own  personal  popularity.  Likewise, 
u party  can  make  a mistake  picking 
a weak  candidate,  whose  failure 
need  not  necessarily  be  interpreted 
as  a swing  away  from  his  party. 


The  Likud,  for  example,  is  split  in 
several  cities  and  it  would  thus  be 
hard  to  assess  its  degree  of  success 
or  failure  in  cities  like  Haifa.  Holon. 
Rishon  Lezion,  Ashdod  and  Lod. 

Shemer  advises  instead  to  see 
whether  powerful  Likud  candidates 
like  Tel  Aviv's  Shlomo  Lahat  repeat 
the  extent  of  their  197S  landslide,  or 
• it  their  city  council  lists  drop 
significantly  in  strength,  despite  the 
mayoral  candidate's  re-election. 

A good  showing  need  not  neces- 
sarily be  a victory,  she  adds.  "Thus, 
if  in  Holon.  Israel's  fourth  largest 
city,  the  Likud  even  as  much  us 
manages  to  increase  its  representa- 
tion or  force  the  powerful  Labour 
mayor  Pinhas  Eylon  into  a second 
round,  it  would  be  able  to  con- 
gratulate itself.  All  is  relative.”  ■ 

The  council  races  as  distinct  from 
mayoral  races  should  be  watched  — 
especially  the  margin  of  victory  or 
loss.  The  size  of  the  shift,  if  any, 
may  he  mure  important  than  the 
simple  \ietorv  or  defeat. 


Row  abates  over  motives  for  protection  of  share  values

TEL  AVIV.  — The  controversy  on 
whether  the  government  sought  to 
influence  today's  local  elections  by 
shoring  up  bank  shares  abated 
yesterday.  This  followed  from  the 
fact  that  government  intervention 
was  less  than  predicted  and  that 
share  values  were  allowed  to  fall 
more  than  15  per  cent. 


Deputy  Finance  Minister  Haim 
Kaufman,  who  is  co-chairman  of 
the  Likud’s  local  elections  cam- 
paign. denied  there  was  a plan  to 
protect  bank  shares  to  minimize 
electoral  damage  to  the  Likud. 

“What  was  done  had  nothing  lo 
do  with  the  elections.  The  aim  was 
to  protect  the  small  investor  and  the 
stability  of  the  banking  system.”  he 
;said.  “The  fact  that  there  was  no 
panic  selling  of  bank  shares  (yester- 


day) is  an  indication  of  respon- 
sibility and  cairn  on  the  public's 
part,  as  well  as  a faith  in  the  system. 
The  government  intervention  was 
very  minimal,”  Kaufman  said. 

Though  Labour’s  shadow  finance 
minister  MK  Gad  Ya'acobi  did  not 
repeat  charges  by  some  of  his 
party's  mayoral  candidates  that  the 
government  is  buying  votes,  he 
strove  to  pour  cold  water  on  Likud 
satisfaction  with  the  stock  market's 


performance  yesterday.  He 
cautioned  that  "the  voters  would  be 
well  advised  not  to  rejoice  yet  at  the 
fact  that  the  blow  they  had  suffered 
was  not  as  great  as  they  had  feared. 
The  economy  is  entering  a very  dif- 
ficult period  of  both  runaway  infla- 
tion and  deep  recession  and  stagna- 
tion. The  economy  will  be  unstable 
and  that  could  have  untold  effects 
on  the  stock  market  in  future,”  he 
predicted.

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NEW  YORK  (AP).  — Leaders  of 
nations  around  the  world 
denounced  the  bombings  that  killed 
scores  of  American  and  French 
troops  in  Beirut  on  Sunday. 

Lebanese  President  Amin 
Jemayel  expressed  “deep  sorrow’' 
over  the  bombings  and  said  families 
of  the  victims  “have  the  consolation 
that  their  brave  sons  died  in  a 
foreign  land  in  defence  of  freedom 
and  democracy.” 

’ Pope  John  Paul  IL  his  voice  filled 
with  emotion  as  he  stood  before  a 
crowd  of  80.000  in  the  Vatican’s  St. 
Peter's  Square,  said  “a  great  sense 
of  sorrow... surges  from  the  soul.” 
He  said.  “It  is  a new  act  of  war  in 


the  moment  ifi  which,  profiting 
from  a fragile  cease-fire,  attempts 
were  being  made  to  re-establish 
dialogue.”  ■ 

Saudi  Arabian  Foreign  Minister 
Prince  Saud  al-Faisal,  who  has  tried 
to  help  mediate  the  Lebanese  con- 
flict. said,  “We  hope  that  bloodshed 
will  not  obliterate  the  optimistic 
picture  that  emanated  from  the  re- 
eent  cease-fire,”  he  said. 

Foreign  Minister  Kamal  Hassan 
AH  of  Egypt  expressed  shock  and 
culled  “for  restraint  for  sake  of 
peace  from  superpowers  and  all 
parties  in  the  area." 

In  Moscow,  the  Communist  party 
newspaper  Premia  repeated  its  claim 


that  the  marine  contingent  had 
violated  its  peace-keeping  mandate 
by  righting  with  some  Lebanese  fac- 
tions. U.S.  Marine  spokesmen  have 
said  all  such  action  was  defensive. 

There  was  no  immediate  reaction 
from  the  Soviet-backed  Syrian 
government,  which  the  l/.S.  has  ac- 
cused of  aggravating  Lebanon's 
troubles  to  promote  its  own  in- 
terests. Its  official  news  agency's  ac- 
counts of  the  attacks  contained  no 
"government  comment. 

West  German  Chancellor  Helmut 
Kohl  sharply  condemned  the 
“criminal  attack  in  Beirut”  in  per- 
sonal messages  of  condolence  to 
Reagan  and  Mitterrand. 


Turkish  President  Kenan  Evren 
wrote  to  President  Reagan  express-  - 
ing  abhorrence  at  the  bomb  attack 
and  conveyed  sympathy  and  con- 
dolences. 

Brazil's  President  Joao 
Figueiredo  sent  a telegram  to 
Reagan  protesting  what  he  called  a 
“barbarian”  attack.  Similar 
telegrams  were  sent  by  Figueiredo 
and  Foreign  Minister  Ramiro 
Saraiva  Guerreiro  to  their  counter- 
parts in  France. 

South  Korean  President  Chun 
Doo-Hwan  cabled  messages  yester- 
day to  Reagan  and  Mitterrand  ex- 
pressing sorrow  and  sympathy  over 
the  explosions. 


Egyptian  official  says  Palestinian  planned  Sadat  killing 
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CAIRO  (AP).  — The  assassination 
of  pr**-sideni  Anwar  Sadat  and  sub- 
sequent acts  of  violence  were  part 
of  an  attempt  to  seize  power  and 
were  masterminded  by  a Palesti- 
nian. according  to  Interior  Minister 
Hassan  Abu  Basha. 

In  an  interview  published  in  the 
weekly  Mayo  yesterday.  Abu  Basha 
emphasized  the  connection  bet- 
ween the  president's  murder  and 
the  string  of  terrorist  events  which 
followed. 

“Evidence  proves  that  the  goal 
was  a seizure  of  power.  The  killing 


of  President  Sadat  was  only  one  link 
in  the  chain  of  conspiracy,  some  of 
them  successful,  and  others 
failures,”  Abu  Basha  said,  adding 
that  the  abortive  actions  included 
the  blowing  up  of  churches  and 
mosques  in  an  attempt  to 
precipitate  factional  strife  between 
Egypt's  Moslem  majority  and  the 
Christian  minority.  Sadat  was  gun- 
ned down  by  Moslem  fanatics  of  the 
“Jihad"  (Holy  Struggle)  group  on 
October  6,  1981.  This  was  followed 
two  days  later  by  a major  attack  on 
security  forces  in  the  southern  city 


of  Assiut  in  which  more  than  100  ■ 
lawmen  lost  their  lives,  and  bomb 
attacks  on  police  barracks  in  Cairo. 

“I  would  like  to  emphasize  that 
the  conspiracy  was  not  local.  A 
foreign  hand  was  directly  involved,” 
Abu  Basha  said.  “The  organizing 
head  of  all  those  (terrorist)  opera- 
tions, the  planner,  director,  and 
mover,  was  a non-Egyptian  of 
Palestinian  origin." 

The  minister  did  not  identify  the 
Palestinian  by  name,  and  made  no 
mention  of  his  current  whereabouts. 

Abu  Basha  also  said  that  a 


separate  underground  organization 
which  he  called  “The  Islamic 
Vanguard,”  had  acted  as  liaison 
between  the  Jihad  and  unidentified 
Iranians. 

“There  was  a special  arrange- 
ment whereby  they  formed  .a  link 
between  the  Jihad  and  some  Iranian 
personalities,”  Abu  Basha  psaid 
without  elaborating. 

Sadat's  killers  were  tried  and  ex- 
ecuted. The  trial  of  some  300  other 
members  of  the  Jihad  on  charges 
stemming  from  the  terrorist  inci- 
dents continues  in  Cairo.

Iraq  confirms  new  Iranian  offensive,  but  denies  gains 


NICOSIA  (AP).  — Fierce  fighting 
continued  to  rage  yesterday  in  the 
northern  sector  of  the  Iraq -I ran  battle- 
front  where  the  Iranian  forces- 
launched  a new  offensive  overnight, 
according  to  war  communiques  is- 
sued by  the  combatants. 

IRNA,  the  official  Iranian  news 
agency,  said  that  Iranian  forces  cap- 
tured several  strategic  heights  and 
six  villages  on  both  sides  of  the  in- 
ternational border  in  the  Marivan- 
Baneh  front  in  the  overnight  offen- 
sive. 

The  agency  said  the  Iranian 
forces  killed  more  than  1,300  Iraqi 


soldiers  and  shot  down  an  Iraqi 
warplane  in  the  day-long  fighting 
that  raged  on  the  hills  and  valleys 
northwest  of  Mari  van,  in  Iranian 
Kurdistan. 

Earlier,  the  Iranians  said  they  kil- 
led more  than  3,000  Iraqi  soldiers  in 
the  first  stage  of  the  operation 
which  began  at  midnight  last 
Wednesday.  They  claimed  to  have 
captured  700  sq.km,  inside  Iraq. 

IRNA  said  the  second  stage  of 
the  offensive  began  soon  afLer  the 
Iranian  forces  repulsed  an  Iraqi 
counter-offensive  at  Shiler  in  Iraqi 
Kurdistan  northwest  of  Marivan. 


Caribbean  trade  group  bars 
Grenada  from  regional  pact 


PORT  OF  SPAIN.  Trinidad 
(Reuter).  — English-speaking 
Caribbean  nations  have  censured 
Grenada's  new  military  rulers  by  ex- 
cluding them  from  regional  trade 
and  integration  agreements,  but 
remained  divided  on  the  question  of 
military  intervention. 

Leaders  of  12  Caribbean  govern- 
ments announced  their  decision 
after  un  emergency  weekend 
jn eet in g on  Sunday  called  to  discuss 
sanctions  against  Grenada  following 
last  week's  military  coup,  Trinidad 
Prime  Minister  George  Chambers, 
who  chaired  the  meeting,  said  that 
Grenada  would  be  excluded  from 
the  13-nation  Caribbean  Com- 
munity (CAR1COM)  until  futher

A 24-hour  curfew  in  force  since  a 
J 6-man  revolutionary  military  coun- 
cil look  power  in  Grenada  last 
Wednesday  was  due  to  be  lifted  to- 
day.

— Nicaragua's 
Sandinista  government  yesterday 
announced  stiff  penalties  for  viola- 
tions of  the  country's  air  and 
maritime  space,  creating  a 40- 
kilomeire  “security  zone”  ofT  both 
Nicaragua's  coasts.  -The  govern- 
ment said  it  will  evacuate  25,000 
people  from  the  city  of  Puerto 
Corinto  if  rebel  attacks  there  con- 
tinue. 

The  leftist  regime  also  announced 
it  will  cut  petrol  use,  limit  weekend 
activities  and  shut  off  the  lights  at 
midnight  in  emergency  measures 
taken  because  of  fuel  shortages.

December,  the  Soviet  Defence 
Ministry  said  yesterday. 

“Irj  accordance  with  an  under- 
standing reached  by  the  govern- 
ments of  the  Soviet  Union,  the 
German  Democratic  Republic  and 
the  Czechoslovak  Socialist 
Republic,  preparatory  work  is  being 
started  on  the  territory  of  the  GDR 
and  Czechoslovakia  for  the  deploy- 
ment of  missile  complexes  of 
operational-tactical  designation,” 
said  the  military  announcement  car- 
ried by  the  official  Soviet  news 
agency  TASS. 

Soviet  leaders  had  already 
warned  that  the  Kremlin  would 
retaliate  against  the  U.S.  weapons 


by  siting  new  nuclear  systems  in 
Eastern  Europe. 

But  yesterday's  announcement 
was  the  first  to  specify  the  countries 
where  these  would  be  sited  and  to 
state  that  preparations  for  their 
deployment  had  already  begun. 

The  TASS  account  yesterday 
said,"  “These  steps  are  one  of  the 
planned  response  measures  in  case 
the  American  missiles  are  sited  in 
Europe.  They  are  directed  at  main- 
taining the  equilibrium  .in  the 
nuclear  system  between  the  Warsaw 
Treaty  and  NATO  in  Europe.” 

The  announcement  did  not 
elaborate  on  what  the  other 
response  measures  might  be,  nor 
disclose  the  type  of  missiles  to  be 
deployed  in  the  two  allied  countries. 

Western  military  experts  have 
said  they  believe  Moscow  plans  to 
base  short-range  battlefield  nuclear 
missiles  like  -the  SS-21  and  SS-22  on 
the  territory  of  its  allies. 


Soviets  threaten  end  to  arms  talks 


PARIS  (AP).  — Vadim  Zagladin,  a 
member  of  the  Soviet  Communist 
Party  centra]  committee,  said  Sun- 
day that  if  the  U.S.  deploys  new 
Pershing  2 and  cruise  missiles  in 
Western  Europe,  h will  mean  an 
end  to  arms  talks. 

“If  the  Americans  begin  the  in- 
stallation of  missiles,  that  will 
signify  that  the  U.S.  is  breaking  off 
the  talks  in  a unilateral  manner,” 
Zagladin  said  in  ah  interview  on 
French  Radio. 

If  the  missiles  are  deployed,  he 


said,  the  Soviet  Union  envisaged 
taking  counter-measures,  notably 
suspension  of  the  moratorium  on 
the  SS-20s. 

“We  will  take  measures  aimed  at 
American  territory  to  recreate  the 
same  danger  as  with  the  Pershing,” 
he  said. 

Zagladin,  a specialist  in  Soviet 
relations  with  Western  Communist 
parties,  is  in  France  to  attend  this 
week's  Socialist  Party  Congress  in 
Bourg-en-Bresse  as  an  observer. 


U.S.  anti-missile  protests  continue 


NEW  YORK  (AP).  — Nuclear 
weapons  opponents-  blocked  gates 
of  a New  York  army  depot  yester- 
day and  earmarked  a weapons  plant 
in  South  Carolina  and  a Mas- 
sachusetts facility  where  they 
believe  missiles  are  assembled  for 
blockades  and  marches.  Police  said 
they  were  ready  for  the  protesters. 

Yesterday’s  demonstrations  fol- 
lowed a weekend  of  140  rallies 
nationwide  against  NATO’s  plan- 
ned deployment  of  U.S.  cruise  and 
Pershing  2 missiles  in  Europe, 
where  1.5  million  people  joined 
protests  in  recent  days. 

Protesters  said  each  of  the  sites 


chosen  for- yesterday’s  actions  — 
the  Seneca  army  depot  in  Romulus, 
New  York,  the  Savannah  River 
plant  in  Aiken,  South  Carolina,  and 
the  A VC X)  Systems  division  plant  in 
Wilmington,  Massachusetts  — plays 
a role  in  the  production  or  storage 
of  the  missiles. 

In  Romulus,  where  3,300  people 
arrived  at  a state  park  on  Saturday 
for  a weekend  of  protest  activities, 
about  350  anti-nuclear  protesters 
blockaded  five  gates  at  the  army 
depot  yesterday. 

No  arrests  were  reported  during 
the  morning.

93  per  cent  of  the  city’s  budget 
derives  from  national  government 
sources,  and  insisted  that  only  an  in- 
fusion of  financial  aid  from  outside 
Safad  could  help.

government?  Nothing,  that’s  what!" 

It  was  an  altitude  that  indepen- 
dent Moshe  Chania  tried  to  use  to 
his  advantage.  As  a non-party  man 
running  on  his  own  slate,  the 
publisher  of  the  local  paper  Golei 
Safad  is  seen  by  some  as  the  dark 
horse  in  a wide-open  field.

popular  and  famous,  but  as  a lone 
Don  Quixote,  not  as  a leader  of  the 
people.  Children  and  old  folk  love 
him.  He’s  also  the  only  mayoral 
candidate  not  running  on  public  or 
party  funds  but  on  his  own 
resources.  Bui  the  average  Tel  A Viv- 
ian may  worry  that  Abie  will  be  off 
to  Cambodia  or  some  other  disaster 
spot  tomorrow,  bringing  chocolate 
to  starving  children. 

Deputy  M ayor  Yitzhak  Artzi 
(Independent  Liberals)  has  worked 
long  and  hard  to  develop  the  city’s 
cultural  and  entertain  ment 
facilities.  But  working  under  Lahat, 
who  tends  to  take  the  credit  for 
himself.  Artzi  is  not  known  for  his 
accomplishments.  No  one  knows, 
for  instance,  that  Tel  Aviv’s  rich 
nightlife,  especially  on  Friday  nights 
and  weekends,  is  largely  due  to 
Arlzi's  persistent  fight.  Similarly, 
Lahat  harvested  all  the  credit  for 
the  Sporteque  north  of  the  Yarkon 
River,  for  the  city's  summer 
festivals  and  many  other  events 
handled  by  Artzi. 

Tami's  candidate,  Vicky  Shiran,  is 
using  the  ethnic  issue  to  try  to  at- 
tracts votes,  addressing  Sephardi 
Jews  as  though  they  are  a separate 
group  within  TeJ  Aviv. 

A candidate  who  calls  for  honest 
administration  is  Knesset  Member 
Mordechat  Vinshubski  (Sftinui).  His 
record  in  the  Knesset  backs  up  his 
stance  as  a reformer  but  he,  too,  is 
not  widely  known. 

It’s  hard  to  keep  track  of  the  ten 
or  so  odd  lists  vying  for  control  of 
(he  council,  but  none,  it  seems,  is 


offering  anything  to  the  Arab  resi- 
dents of  Jaffa,  hundreds  dT  whom 
live  in  sub-human  conditions  — 
.mud  huts,  no  floors,  open  sewerage 
or  in  half-demolished  structures  and 
the  like.  With  half  of  the  Arab 
children  playing  fruant  from  school 
and  taking  to  the  streets,  and  the 
lack  of  municipal  supervision  of  ser- 
vices in  the  Arab  quarters,  one 
doubts  that  these  people  will  be 
voting  for  Lahat. 

The  Heart  of  Tel  Aviv  project  to 
encourage  residential  building  and 
young  people  to  move  back  to  the 
centre  of  the  city  is  another  of 
Lahat’5  bubbles.  Despite  massive 
fanfare  and  publicity  in  the  press, 
the  area  has  continued  to 
deteriorate.  No  scenes  from  the 
centre  of  Tel  Aviv  or  from  the  Arab 
quarters  were  shown  in  the  video 
movie  Lahat’s  people  prepared;  and 
for  good  reason.  But  with  true 
showmanship.  Lahat  has  managed 
to  turn  these  two  issues  from  failure 
io  success;  he  keeps  emphasizing 
that  in  future,  he  will  concentrate 
on  Jaffa's  development  and  on  the 
Heart  of  Tel  Aviv  project. 

Nobody  knows  as  well  as  Lahat 
how  important  appearances  are. 
Many  residents  will  cast  their  vote 
today  on  the  basis  of  appearances, 
so  every  (lower  planted  hurriedly 
along  the  grey  streets  of  Tel  Aviv 
counts.  Prejudice  and  traditional 
haired  for  the  Labour  Party  will  do 
the  rest.  When  Ben-Meir  struck  up 
a conversation  in  a supermarket 
with  an  elderly  man,  the  latter  said 
he  would  vote  for  Chich.  They 
began  talking  and  found  themselves 
agreeing  that  young  couples  cannot 
live  in  Tel  Aviv  for  lack  of  housing.

A true  liberal 


HERBERT  Weichmann,  mayor  of 
Hamburg,  and  president  of  its 
senate  from  I96S  to  1971,  has  died 
at  the  age  or  86.  He  was  born  in  Up- 
per Silesia,  the  son  of  a liberal, 
upper-class  Jewish  family.  His 
father  was  a renowned  physician. 

In  1920.  as  a reaction-to  the  first 
aborted  Nazi  uprising,  he  joined  the 
Social- Democratic  Party.  After 
completing  his  law  studies,  he 
joined  the  Prussian  civil  service  and 
became  personal  assistant  to  the  last 
Prussian  Social  Democratic  prime 
minister.  Otto  Braun. 

After  Ihe  Nazis  came  to  power. 
Herber  Weichmann  emigrated  to 
France  and.  in  1940,  to  the  U.S. 
After  the  war,  he  returned  to  Ger- 
many. having  been  invited  to  return 
by  the  mayor  of  Hamburg,  Max 
Breuer.  Serving  first  as  comptroller 
of  the  Senate,  he  became  minister 


of  finance. 

When  the  post  of  mayor  became 
vacant  in  1965,  he  was  offered  the 
nomination.  He  hesitated  because, 
though  proud  of  his  Jewish 
background,  he  was  not  sure  that  a 
Jew  should,  or  could  become  mayor 
of  ihe  city.  Among  those  who  en- 
couraged him  was  Axel  Springer, 
whose  newspapers  supported 
Weichmann  when  he  came  up  for 
re-election  in  1967.  He  was  elected 
with  the  greatest  majority  ever  in 
Hamburg  — 59%  of  the  popular 
vote. 

Weichman  was  a true  liberal  and 
a social-democrat  of  the  old  school. 
A warm,  engaging  personality,  he 
radiated  an  aura  of  profound 
culture  and  humanism.  He  was  a 
true  friend  of  Israel  and  proved  it  by 
word  and  deed

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Banking  system  ‘still  strong’

Israel's  banking  system  remains 
strong  “now  that  the  lack  of  con- 
fidence in  certain  aspects  of  our 
banks'  operations  — due  to  our 
economic  leadership  — has  been 
eliminated,"  Minister  of  Industry 
and  Trade  Gideon  Patt  told  a group 
of  visiting  British  businessmen 
yesterday. 

"Israel  has  just  gone  through  a 
severe  economic  crisis  and  I hope 
we  shall  emerge  unscathed,"  he  ad- 
ded in  his  address  at  the  Knesset 
VIP  dining  hall  before  the  19- 
member  Fifth  Trade  and  Invest- 
ment Mission  of  the  British-Israel 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  par- 
ticipants, who  arrived  Sunday,  will 
return  to  Britain  on  Sunday  after 
visiting  industrial  plants  throughout 
the  country  and  conferring  with 
Israeli  business  leaders. 


According  to  the  British-Israel 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  trade 
between  the  two  countries  should 
reach  £600  million  for  1983,  up 
from  £500m.  last  year. 

In  the  first  eight  months  of  this 
vear.  Israeli  exports  to  Britain  total- 
led £21 4.6m.  while  imports  from  the 
UK  reached  £227.2m.  If  diamond 
sales  are  excluded  from  these 
figures,  the  balance-of-trade  for  the 
January- through- August  period  was 
£27. 8m.  in  Israel’s  favour. 

Israel  is  now  the  UK’s  second 
largest  supplier  of  goods  from  all 
the  Middle  East  countries,  being  ex- 
ceeded only  by  Saudi  Arabia,  and  is 
the  sixth  largest  importer  of 
British  goods  in  the  Middle  East. 

Prior  to  the  devaluation  of  the 
shekel.  Israel’s  exports  continued  to 
suffer,  being  5 per  cent  down  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1983  compared 
with  the  similar  period  last  year.

Dutch  street*  pattern  comes  to  Hadera

HADERA.  — “The  Dutch  street’’  is  the  name  or  a concept  in  suburban 
neighbourhood  road-planning  inaugurated  yesterday  by  the  Ciarin  . 
building  company  and  the  mayor  or  Hadera  in  the  “young  Hadera"  sec- 
tion of  town. 

' In  place  of  conventional  straight  asphalt  roads,  the  cottages  in  the 
square-shaped  neighbourhood  will  be  linked  by  zigzaging  streets  paved 
with*  colourful  stone.  This  will  restrict  vehicle  speed  to  only  IS  to  20 
kilometres  per  hour,  and  will  increase  safety. 

Other  amenities  such  as  play  areas,  benches,  decorative  fences  and 
special  lighting  arc  also  planned  to  enhance  the  suburb's  “quality  of 
life,"  Ciarin  says. 

The  architects  who  did  the  overall  planning  for  the  Dutch-street 
neighbourhood  were  Yehoshua  Finzi  and  Shmuel  Raveh. 

The  first  homes  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  about  two  months.

TEL  AVIV.  — The  recent  devalua- 
tion of  23  per  cent  has  given  a major 
boost  to  the  prices  of  Israel  Govern- 
ment coins  and  the  Medals  Cor- 
poration's gold  coins.

IDB  Bankholding  shows  IS136m.  profit

TEL  AVIV.  — IDB  Bankholding, 
the  mother  company  of  Discount 
Bank  and  IDB  Development,  made 
a net  profit  of  IS  136  million  in  the 
six-month  period  ending  June  30 
after  adjustment  for  inflation  was 
made.  The  figures  were  adjusted  in 
line  with  the  Advisory  Opinion  23 
accounting  system. 

Thus.  IDB  Bankholding  becomes 
one  of  the  very  few  concerns  which 
made  a profit  — and  did  not  lose 
money  — under  Opinion  23. 

The  figures  were  released  yester- 
day by  Rafael  Recanati/  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  IDB 
Bankholding. 

However,  if  the  profits  are  not  ad- 
justed for  inflation,  profits  grew  by 
280  per  cent  to  stand  at  IS4.28  bil- 
lion in  June  30.  1983,  compared  to 
June  30.  1982.  (During  these  12 
months  the  cost-of-living  index  rose 
by  137.9  per  cent.) 

The  net  profit  per  ordinary  share, 
fully  diluted,  rose  by  259  percent  to 
stand  at  IS292.20. 

During  the  first  six  months,  of 
1983.  the  consolidated  assets  of  IDB 


Bankholding  rose  by  51  per  cent  to 
stand  at  IS 594  billion. 

The  concern  notes  that  both  IDB 
Bankholding  and  Discount  Bank 
are  included  in  the  arrangement 
made  with  the  Finance  Ministry  and 
the  Bank  of  Israel  after  the  concern 
stopped  regulating  the  price  of  its 
shares  on  the  stock  market.

Voters  and  mayors 

TODAY'S  local  elections  may  serve,  in  some  important 
measure,  as  a gauge  of  national  party  preference. 

This  has  in  part  been  rendered  inevitable  by  the  Likud's 
recruitment  of  some  of  its  heaviest  cabinet  guns  in  support  of 
Likud  mayoral  candidates,  in  an  attempt  to  mitigate  the  possi- 
ble effect  on  the  elections  of  the  country's  economic  crisis. 
But  the  Alignment  did  not  fag  far  behind,  injecting  party 
issues  into  the  local  campaigns,  especially  since  the  onset  of 
the  crisis. 

One  reason  for  the  attempted  linkage  between  state  and 
local  politics  is  that  voters  are  generally  expected  to  take  but 
scam  interest  in  their  local  affairs.  Garbage  disposal  and  ur- 
ban transportation  are  supposed  to  take  second  place  in  voter 
awareness  to  war  and  peace,  prosperity  and  employment. 
Thus,  it  is  assumed,  national  figures  ure  necessary  to  whip  up 
local  voter  interest,  by  underlining  the  larger  national  stakes, 
us  a means  of  getting  the  people  to  the  polls. 

In  recent  years,  however,  local  administration  has  been 
looming  constantly  larger  in  the  minds  of  Israelis,  and  the 
national  party  affiliations  of  mayoral  candidates  have  become 
increasingly  irrelevant.  The  introduction  of  personal  elections 
of  mayors  (and  heads  of  local  councils)  five  years  ago  was  an 
expression  of  this  trend  and  it  has.  in  turn,  reinforced  it. 

A significant  relic  of  the  old  system  is  the  institution  of  party 
lists  in  city  (and  local)  councils.  But  these  lists  are  themselves 
often  the  personal  emanations  Of  the  mayoral  candidates,  who 
stand  above  parties  even  when  they  are  somehow  associated 
with  one  of  them.  In  any  case,  there  is  an  increasing  avowal  of 
the  principle  that  that  candidate  is  best  who  can  be  expected 
— or  who  has  shown  himself  able  — to  best  administer  his 
locality,  and  that  he,  or  she,  deserves  council  support. 

Under  the  law,  Israeli  cities  are  still  tightly  controlled  by  the 
centra!  government.  Yet  at  a lime  of  national  budgetary 
stringency,  townspeople  increasingly  turn  for  succour  to  their 
mayors;  and  when  central  government  departments  work  at 
cross  purposes,  to  the  detriment  of  the  individual  citizen,  it  is 
ihe  mayor,  and  the  municipality  that  are  supposed  to  coor- 
dinate their  local  activities. 

Local  elections  seem  easier  to  predict  than  national  polls. 
Some  of  today’s  final  results  appear  already  to  have  been 
decided.  This  is  notably  true  of  the  election  of  Teddy  Kollek,. 
Jerusalem's  mayor  for  the  past  18  years,  a national  — indeed, 
an  international  — figure  who,  at  72,  is  still  full  of  vim  and 
vigour.  Mr.  Kollek  is  closely  associated,  by  his  past  and  by  his1 
philosophy,  with  the  Alignment,  but  his  appeal  goes  far. 
beyond  party  bounds. 

His  Likud  adversary,  Shlomo  Toussia-Cohen,  a well-known 
irial  lawyer,  is  not  given  a chance. 

Mr.  Kollek  is  indeed  a prime  example  of  a municipal  leader 
who  deserves  the  widest  possible  backing  by  all  citizens  con- 
cerned with  ihe  welfare  of  their  town.

AFTER  BEING  closed  for  over  a fortnight,  to  allow  the 
authorities  time  10  cushion  the  bunk  shares  agulnst  u major 
crash,  the  Stock  Exchange  reopened  yesterday  morning. 
Promptly,  bank  shnres  lost  17  per  cent  of  their  nominal  and 
over  one-third  of  their  real  dollar  value.  The  authorities  soun- 
ded a note  of  relief,  us  though  this  did  not  amount  to  at  least  u 
mini-crash. 

The  result,  it  must  he  remembered,  was  obtained  despite 
the  fact  that  the  Treasury  contributed  SI 50  million  in  support 
of  bank  shares.  That  amount  alone  would  have  sufficed  to  lift 
the  country's  universities  out  of  their  financial  distress  for 
several  years. 

The  bank  shares  led  all  other  stocks  in  a downward  trend. 
This  would  not  have  been  particularly  alarming  if  there  were 
any  iron-clad  assurance  that  bank  shares  have  by  now  been 
sufficiently  stabilized.  But  the  assurance  is  lacking.  Many 
businessmen,  and  private  individuals,  who  earlier  made  the 
sale  of  their  bank  shares  conditional  on  a nominal  loss  of  no 
more  than  15  per  cent,  many  now  decide  to  dump  them. 

Although  it  has  been  more-or-less  officially  reported  that 
the  Treasury  would  keep  supporting  the  bank  shares,  even  af- 
ter today's  election,  this  cannot  be  taken  for  granted.  Thus 
prices  may  keep  dropping  further. 

There  is  no  certainty,  of  course,  that  they  will.  But  it  would 
be  foolhardy  to  pretend,  as  is  being  done  in  some  circles,  that 
thev  cannot. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


JTJTS  THIRTY-EIGHT  years 
T tffv®  ago.  her  head  shaved  and 
SMrJq  her  face  covered  with 
snitile.  Esther  Alboy  of  Saint-Flour, 
France,  fled  to  her  parents  home 
Jter  being  punished  by  angry 
neighbours  for  fraternizing  with 
German  soldiers. 

Just  this  month,  17  riot  police 
knocked  down  the  door  of  the  shut- 
tered house  and  used  teargas  to 
force  the  62-year-old  woman  into 
daviight  for  virtually  the  first  time 
since  the  day  she  was  dragged  to  the 
square  and  publicly  humiliated. 

They  also  pulled  out  her  equally 
rcclusive  48-year-old  brother, 
Hubert,  and  the  decomposed  body 
of  another  brother.  60-year-old 
Remv.  Officers  estimated  Remy 
had  died  of  natural  causes  three 
years  earlier. 

Police  broke  into  the  house  after 
neighbours  complained  of  a gun  be- 
mo  fired  from  one  of  its  windows. 
Fsther  and  Hubert  were  taken  to  a 
hospital  for  psychiatric  tests. 

Police  described  both  the  home 


and  the  surviving  siblings  as 
••filthy."  The  house  was  without 
electricity,  gas,  telephone  or  runn- 
ing water  and  was  littered  with 
trash. 

Police  said  that  when  Esther 
returned  home  on  the  day  in  1945 
when  self-appointed  liberation  com- 
mittees had  meted  out  their  own 
brand  of  justice,  her  family  decided 
that  her  shame  was  so  great  that  she 
must  never  be  allowed  to  appear  in 
public  again. 

The  entire  family  kept  to 
themselves,  and  police  speculated 
that  over  time  Esther  was  no  longer 
a prisoner  but  a willing  participant 
in  the  family’s  general  rejection  of 
society.  The  father,  a railroad 
employee,  and  his  wife  died  about 
10  years  ago. 

The  siblings'  only  contact  with  the 
outside  world  was  with  the  postman 
who  delivered  Remy’s  monthly 
2,000  franc  (S250)  disability  pension 
cheque  and  the  grocer  who  brought 
food  to  their  door  every  few  weeks.

, THE  JUBILATION  and  the  despair 
that  will  follow  today's  elections  will 
have  a local  impact  only.  Both  com- 
mentators and  professional  politi- 
cians are  likely  to  try  to  twist  the 
results  to  their  own  advantage  in  an 
attempt  to  sway  opinion  in  the 
forthcoming  genera]  elections. 

The  truth,  however,  is  that  the  is- 
sues involved  in  local  elections,  and 
the  system  of  voting,  are  -different 
from  those  involved  in  national 
elections. 

This  difference  is  compounded  by 
two  decades  of  campaigning  for  the 
separation  of  local  and  national  in- 
terests. 

There  was  a time  when  such 
separation  was  unthinkable.  The 
Israeli  political  system  evolved  from 
a mess  of  self-contained 
'‘movements.”  each  acting  as  if  it 
ran  a private  empire.  Even  the  smal- 
lest party  had  its  housing  commit- 
tee. its  employment  bureau,  its 
security  forum  and,  of  course,  its 
municipal  section. 

What  was  good  for  the  tenants  of 
a block  in  a remote  suburb  was

IT  (S  TEMPTING  to  look  for  paral- 
lels between  Israel's  presence  and 
involvement  in  the  affairs  of 
Southern  Lebanon  and  the 
prolonged  occupation  of  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza.  It  is  already  trite  to

725.000  Lebanese  who  arc  only 
nominally  under  the  sovereignty  of 
what  goes  for  the  central  govern- 
ment in  Beirut.

The  rule  was  set  by  the  British  ad- 
ministrators 65  years  ago,  in  line 
with  the  colonial  practice  of  retain- 
ing control  by  the  central  authority 
in  order  to  prevent  the  native  prac- 
tices of  graft  and  politicization. 

The  political  parties  in  indepen- 
dent Israel  were  only  too  happy  to 
perpetrate  this  centralized  practice.

been  calling  for  closing  the  Awali 
river  crossings  to  traffic  to  prevent 
the  infiltration  of  sabotage  material 
and  hostile  forces  into  Israel  lines 
have  clearly  been  strengthened  in 
the  wake  of  Sunday's  massive 
bombings  in  Beirut. 

But  if  southern  Lebanon  is  shut 
off  from  the  rest  of  the  country,  the 
IDPs  already  cool  relations  with 
the  local  population  will  become 
perhaps  irreversibly  tense.  The  past 
two  weeks  have  already  seen  two 
violent  clashes  between  Israeli 
soldiers  and  local  residents  in  which 
three  Lebanese  were  killed,  over  10 
injured,  and  several  military  vehi- 
cles burnt  out. 

“There  is  a difference  in  attitude. 
Unlike  the  West  Bank,  there  is  no 
ideological  interest  in  Southern 
Lebanon,”  insisted  Aiuf-Mishne 
(Colonel)  Sami  Mutsaffi,  the  com- 
munder  of  the  Liaison  Unit  during  a 
recent  visit. 

“There  is  also  a practical  dif- 
ference in  the  way  things  work.  In 
Rumalluh,  the  local  military  gover- 
nor cun  remove  the  mayor,  while  I 


cannot  get  involved  in  local 
politics."  - , 

Mutsaffi,  who  concedes  that  he 
understands  less  about  the  complex- 
ities of  Lebanon  the  longer  he 
serves  in  the  country,  was  also- can- 
did enough  to  admit  that  he  and  his 
staff  have  made  mistakes. 

A strike  last  June  in  Nabatiya, 
called  by  local  Shia  leaders  to 
protest  against  the  arrest  by  Israelis 
of  one  of  their  colleagues,  was 
“broken"  by  the  IDF.  in  the  same 
way  similar  problems  are  dealt  with 
in  the  West  Bank  or  Gaza.  Every 
closed  store  was  marked  with  a big 
“X”  and  the  owners  were  informed 
that  the  army  would  not  let  them  re- 
open. 

“We  realize  that  was  a mistake 
and  since  then  there  has  been  no 
similar  Involvement,  although  we 
draw  the  line  at  violent 
demonstrations,”  he  said. 

ANOTHER  MISTAKE  was  the 
dumping  of  cheap  Israeli  citrus  on 
the  local  market,  which  harmed  the 
local  producers,  he  said.  This  was 
being  stopped  by  Israeli  controls  at 
the  border.  The  central  government 
and  the  Lebanese  producers  were 
also  complaining  about  other  tax- 
free  imports  from  Israel,  but  Beirut 
was  not  willing  to  establish  a 
customs  post  at  the  Rosh  Hanifcra 
frontier  because  the  Lebanese 
government  still  refuses  to 


producer,  a go-between,  a pusher 
who  gets  things  done  by  persuasion, 
argument,  threats  dr  personal  exam- 
ple. He  must  resist  the  blandish- 
ments of  politicians  and  citizens 
who  have  vested  interests;  his  rela- 
tions with  the  central  government 
are  usually  strained  — and  the 
theory  that  a mayor  has  an  easier 
time  of  it  with  a government  led  by 
his  own  party  has  been  shown  to  be 
lacking  in  substance. 

Dissatisfied  employees  may 
imprison  the  mayor  in  ins  office,  as 
happened  to  Tel  Aviv's  Shlomo 
Lahat,  or  pelt  him  with  stones,  as 
happened  recently  to  Jerusalem's 
Teddy  Kollek. 

But  when  a new  housing  project 
gets  underway,  or  a swimming  pool 
finally  fills  with  water,  it  is  because 
of  the  mayor's  persistence,  in- 
genuity and  drive. 

THE  SYSTEM  applied  in  municipal 
elections  is  a half-hearted  com- 
promise between  the  system  of 
proportional  representation  by 
which  the  Knesset  is  elected  and  tile 

recognize  the  1948  Armistice  Line 
as  a formal  border. 

Jean  Berti,  a port  manager  in 
Sidon,  said  that  the  little  fishing  har- 
bour was  also  handling  about  1,500 
tons  of  cement  imported ' from 
Cyprus  each  week.  Other  imports 
were  livestock  and  some  building 
steel  from  Turkey  and  Rumania, 
but  no  ships  from  Arab  ports  had 
docked. 

According  to  Mutsaffi, ’the 
central  Lebanese  government  has 
expanded  its  role  in  southern 
Lebanon  over  the  past  year,  but  be 
.was  doubtful  that  it  could  play  a ma- 
jor role.  He  described  the  Lebanese 
district  governor  — a Druse  official 
who  is  referred  to  as  the  muhqffez  — 
as  having  no  effect  on  the  ground 
and  was  equally  disparaging  of  the 
Lebanese  army. 

The  central  government  did 
transfer  funds  for  local  projects  and 
the  IDF  only  involved  itself  when 
these  were  likely  to  affect  troop, 
movements  and  military  positions. 

In  Sidon  itself,  some  local  govern- 
ment seems  to  be  asserting  itself. 
The  main  square  and  intersection  in 
the  dusty  town  has  been  rebuilt  and 
landscaped  with  lawn  and  small 
palm  trees.  In  the  local 
municipality,  two  clerks  were 
engaged  in  processing  a census 
which  will  eventually  facilitate  the 
collection  of  municipal  rates. 

Mutsaffi  also  insisted  that  no  one 
had  any  dealings  with  local  judges 
or  courts  and  that  any  coordination 
between  the  IDF  and  the  local 
Judicial  system  was  conducted 
through  the  Lebanese  District  At- 
torney in  Sidon. 

The  Israeli  officer's  most  dis- 
paraging remarks  were  reserved  for 
the  local  gendarmerie,  which,  he 
said,  had  become  used  to  receiving 
salaries  and  not  working.  They  were 
reluctant  to  get  involved  in  any 
■problems  or  anything  that  exposed 
them  to  tuiy  danger  at  all,  he  laid.

Which  could  spell  havoc  for- 
proponents  of  reform:  just  imagine, 
how  a party  machine  would  suffer  if 
men  with  strong  personalities  won 
in  general  elections.

RAED  MOHAMMED  EL  #AJ, 
the  deputy  commander,  said  that 
the  gendarmerie  did  work  among  all 
factions  fif  Southern  Lebanon,  but 
when  pressed,  he  admitted  he  had 
no  .jurisdiction  over  the  Christian 
Phalange  forces,  . which  had  moved 
south  from  Beirut,  or  over  Major 
Sa'ad  Haddad's  militia.

Mutsaffi  sees  a danger  in  the  IDF 
still  being  seen  as  the  party  for 
resolving  conflicts  between  rival 
factions  in  the  area. 

“The  danger  is  that  we  can  get 
dragged  further  into  the  mud,”  said 
Mutsaffi.
